Instability,  svaywardness,  caprice  and  inelScacv 
01  the  law  s  anlhoriiy,  problematic  justice,  are  si 
many  clouds  oversliadowinj  ihe  nation  which 
suffers  from  lliem,  vices  wliicli  destroy  confidence 
and  frighten  capital  away  -  or  increase  propov- 
lionalely  the  percentage  at  which  it  is  loaned  just 
as  increased  risk  augments  llie  insurance  rate- 
andthis  is  the  measure  of  discredit.

least  250  dollars.  The  lalter  imisl  be  put  on  the 
land  wilhin  a  term  of  one  year  and  certificate  of 
same  obinined.  The  land  will  not  be  subject  to 
sici/.ure  or  distraint  for  debts  contracted  either 
before  or  during  said  term  of  five  years,  and  all 
promise  ol  sale,  morignge  or  other  act  or  deed  of 
the  sort  will  be  void,  as  al.so  any  document  pui- 
porting  to  favour  possession  for  third  party,  tlie 
lands  being  for  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  the 
applicants  .alone.  Once  ihe  condilions  are  complied 
wilh  and  the  5  yerrs  el.ipse  ihe  holders  will  receive 
litledccds,  or  it  shall  also  be  lawful  (or  the  colonist 
to  claim  lilies  on  Iwo-years' occupation  and  pay- 
ment of  500  dollars.  The  binds  and  colonies  office 
will  proceed  as  soon  as  possible  to  survey  and 
parcel  out  the  area  in  quesiioii,  and  inlerested  par- 
lies can  file  their  applications  at  the  local  government 
oflice  uulil  August  isth,  1895,  after  which  ihey 
will  he  sent  on  to  the  home  secretary.

fails  to  do  pronipily  what  one-lhiril  tliat 
number  would  do  easily  in  England,  or 
the  United  States.  And  at  the  present 
moment,  notwithstanding  the  Tact  ttiat  its 

liitions  are  filled  with  coffee  awaiting  trans- 
portation to  Rio,  and  that  its  deposits  here 
and  scores   a(  mercantile  wareliouses   are 

nil  ol  merchandise  awaiting  sliipment  up 
country,  it  is  actually  not  paying  running 
expenses,  It  is  not  lor  want  o(  trallic  that 
this  failure  is  due,  bttt  for  the  want  of  elVi- 
cienc  management.  It  is  a  situation  which 
.■cllects  no  credit  upon  the  country,  and 
still  less  upon  the  men  wlio  are  pretending 
to  administer  its  affairs. 


As  we  go  to  press  there  is  considerable 
activity  in  the  exchange  market,  owing  to 
rumors  in  regard  to  the  successful  issue  o(  a 
loan  in  London.  One  version  that  comes 
to  our  ears  is  to  the  effect  that  the  munici- 
pality has  successfully  placed  a  loan  for 
two  millions.  We  have  no  confirmation 
of  the  report,  and  it  may  be  seriously 
doubted  whetlier  there  is  any  basis  for  it, 
but  it  serves  its  purpose,  however,  and 
exchange  goes  up  with  a  rush.  The  nego- 
tiations for  the  purchase  of  one  of  the  Silo 
Paulo  railways  is  also  contributing  some- 
thing lo  the  upward  tendency  of  exchange, 
and  it  is  lioped  that  the  increased  sales  of 
coiTee,  when  llie  new  crop  is  coming  in 
faster,  will  help  to  maintain  a  higher  rate. 
It  is  difficult,  however,  to  forecast  tlie  market, 
lor  tliere  are  too  many  outside  disturbing 
influences.  In  the  first  place  the  needs 
of  the  government  abroad  are  incessant 
and  heavy,  owing  to  the  purcliases 
of  ships,  armament,  munitions,  etc. 
A  foreign  loan  just  now  would  be  highly 
impolitic,  as  it  could  be  floated  only  at  a 
very  unfavorable  rate,  which  would  be  hum- 
iliating so  soon  after  the  successful  issue  of 
a  Chilian  loan  at  a  much  higher  rate  than 
Brazil  can  hope  to  obtain.  And  in  the  sec- 
ond place,  there  is  too  much  uncertainty 
about  internal  affairs,  and  too  much  wanton 
deception,  to  make  a  successful  loan  possi- 
ble. There  can  be  no  question  as  to  the 
necessity  for  it,  nor  as  to  its  good  results 
so  far  as  business  is  concerned,  but  the  con- 
ditions are  not  favorable  fur  a  satisfactory 
loan  and,  consequently,  the  business  is 
improbable.  As  to  a  municipal  loan,  we 
have  seen  no  mention  of  it  in  our  London 
exchanges.  The  sale  of  certain  railway 
properties  might  be  made  with  advantage  to 
both  sides,  but  the  exaggerated  values  at 
which  they  are  held  will  probably  embarrass 
their  realization. 


Although  the  Central  railway  is  one  of 
the  recognized  causes  ot  the  business  de- 
pression from  which  we  are  now  suffering, 
nothing  is  done  to  really  improve  its  man- 
agement. The  government,  as  well  as  the 
administration  of  that  great  railway,  seem  to 
be  unconscious  of  the  injuries  resulting  from 
the  transportation  difficulties  which  have 
existed  for  so  long  a  time  on  this  road,  and 
are  unable  lo  remedy  the  abuses  which  have 
conspired  to  bring  it  into  so  disgraceful  a 
state.  We  are  apparently  dealing  with 
incapacity,  as  well  as  with  apatliy,  and  the 
authorities  are  blissfully  unconscious  of  both . 
And  yet  the  facts  remain  that  the  Central 
railway,  with  all  its  resources,  is  unable  to 
bring  the  diminishing  cofifee  crops  of  Rio 
and  Minas  into  this  capital  promptly,  and 
to  lake  away  the  merchandise  which  is 
awaiting  transportation  up  country.  Bus- 
iness here  is  compelled  to  suffer  incalcu- 
lable losses  on  account  of  tliese  transporta- 
tion delays,  and  to  incur  exceptional 
expenses  through  the  wretched  facilities  and 
petty  regulations  which  are  provided  for  the 
shipment  of  merchandise  in  this  city. 
There  was  a  time  when  Brazilians  could 
justly  feel  proud  of  their  great  railway,  but 
that  time  has  long  since  passed.  It  is  now 
nothing  but  an  exhibit  of  incapacity,  a 
monument  of  ofBcial  mismanagement  and 
apathy.  It  is  burdened  with  an  army  of 
employes  —  some  15,000  in  all— which 
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BRAZILIAN  FINANCE. 
The  minister  of  finance  in  his  report  to 
the  President  of  the  republic  says  tliat  on 
taking  office  he  comprehended  the  necessity 
of  immediately  informing  himself  on  the 
state  of  the  treasury,  but  that  he  soon  dis- 
covered that  the  work  would  be  slow  and 
difficult  and  that  he  could  hope  to  obtain 
little  information  that  would  be  useful  to 
the  present  administration. 

The  spirit  of  disorder  and  anarchy  which 
prevailed  under  the  dictatorship  and  the 
utter  want  of  administrative  capacity  dis- 
played by  those  who  then  controlled  the 
destinies  of  the  country  had  left  their  dele- 
terious impress  upon  all  branches  of  the 
public  service. 

"The  various  branches  of  the  department 
of  finance,  "  says  the  minister,  "are  working 
with  great  irregularity.  The  former  em- 
ployes have  disappeared  and  the  ncw/(.r- 
sofinel  has  not  yet  sufTicient  practice  lo  be 
able  to  give  the  government  timely  and 
useful  information.  l\Iuch  exertion,  tenacity 
and  courage  are  necessary  to  restore  order 
and  regularity  to  the  service.  The  task  is 
arduous,  but  I  clierisli  the  hope  that  you 
will  b^'  able  to  realize  your  great  desidera- 
tum. " 

What  the  minister,  However,  was  not  long 
in  discovering  was  that  lie  hail  heavy 
obligations  lo  meet  and  very  little  money 
with  wliicli  to  meet  them.  The  treasury  was 
almost  empty  and  at  the  London  agency 
the  balance  was  only  sullicienl  fur  the 
payment  of  ordinary  expenses  up  lo  the  end 
of  January. 

On  the  I4lh  of  November  the  outgoing 
administration  had  autliorised  Rear-Ad- 
miml  Proenfa,  at  Toulon,  to  sign  conlrarts 
burdening  llie  treasury  with  linbililies  to  liie 
amount  of  ^^2,000,000,  of  which  the  fiist 
instalment  ol  ^^300,000  was  <iemanded  im- 
mediately. Ttiis  difficulty  the  government 
met  by  obtaining  delay  for  the  first  payment 
and  by  lengthening  the  periods  within 
which  future  payments  were  to  be  made. 
It  alsn  obtained  an  agreement  for  the 
accepiiitice  ot  payment  in  exchequer  bills. 
In  adiliiion  to  this  the  minister  at  once 
remitted  lo  London  the  small  sums  which 
he  was  able  to  obtain  without  disturbing  the 
money  market. 

Finding  it  impossible  to  realise  in  Europe 
any  large  financial  operation,  he  decided  lo 
issue  exchequer  bills  to  the  amount  of 
^2,000,000. 

Having  thus  provided  funds  for  meeting 
the  demands  against  the  treasury  abroad, 
the  minister  turned  his  attention  to  the 
situation  at  home,  wliich  was  likewise 
critical.  In  the  account  current  with  the 
Banco  da  Republica  tlie  balance  against  the 
government  amounted  to  40,000,  ooo$oco, 
and  money  was  required,  not  only  for 
current  expenses,  but  also  for  the  festival  in 
honorof  the  Uruguayan  commissioners,  for 
legislative  expenses  during  the  prolongation 
of  liie  congressional  session,  for  interest  on 
the  national  debt,  for  heavy  expenses 
with  the  troops  in  Rio  Grande  and  for 
a  great  number  of  postponed  claims. 

The  treasury  was  temporarily  relieved  from 
pressure  by  the  issue  of  exchequer  bills, 
which  was  followed  by  the  loan  of 
I oo,ooo,ooo$ooo  authorized  by  decree  of 
February  25th.

ilirectly  responsible. 

To  the  internal  funded  debt  nui^t  be 
added  the  rceciil  loan  of  ioo,ooo;ooo§ooo 
and  the  amount  of  the  deposits  made  in 
ibe  ireasuiy  by  banks  as  security  for  their 
issue,  whicli  in  virtue  of  Decree  No.  1S3  C. 
ofScpiember  23rd,  1893,  will  be  converted 
into  bunds.  These  deposits amounied  orig- 
inally to  79,461,5005000  in  bontis  and  to 
93,369,7285392  in  gold,  of  which  39.857,- 
ooojjooo  were  subsequently  converted  into 
bonds  of  1S89.

FRANCE  AND  BRAZIL. 

Another  boundary  question  has  assumed 
an  acute  form  and  has  already  caused  blood- 
shed. We  allude  to  the  dispute  between 
France  and  Brazil  as  to  the  right  of  posses- 
sion of  certain  territory  to  the  south  of 
French  Guiana. 

By  the  treaty  of  Utrecht  France  resigned 
all  right  lo  the  navigation  of  the  Amazon, 
and  to  the  possession  of  the  country  on  the 
northern  bank  of  the  river.  But  two  ques- 
tions remain  to  be  solved.  Firstly,  did  tbe 
territory  renounced  by  France  include  the 
southern  slope  of  die  mountains.^  And, 
secondly,  is  the  River  Vincent  Dincon, 
which  was  defined  as  the  boundary  on  die 
coast,  die  Oyapok  or  the  Araguary  ?  Brazil 
fixes  ihe  boundary  along  the  Oyapok  and 
the  waicrshed  from  the  sources  of  the 
Oyajiok  to  those  of  the  Rio  Branco,  while 
ihe  French  government  claims  the  island  of 
Abiraca,  ami  lays  down  the  boundary  along 
the  northern  branch  of  the  Aniguary,  the 
Lower  Araguary  as  far  as  the  first  falls  on 
llieallluents  of  the  Ainazon  to  tbe  Rio  Negro. 
The  Rio  Branco  is  lo  form  ihc  western 
frontier  from  its  inoulh  lo  its  first  fall,  and 
thence  the  line  will  run  lo  the  extreme 
summits  of  the  central  chain  of  Guiana,  here 
called  Cairrit.  The  territory  in  dispute  has 
an  area  of  about  190,000  square  miles,  or 
little  less  tlian  the  French  possession  in 
Indo-China.  Maraca  is  ofiniportance  from 
its  position  near  the  mouth  of  the  Atnazon, 
and  as  the  only  natural  port  along  300 
miles  ot  coast ;  and  the  rest  of  the  territory 
abounds  in  savannahs  excellent  for  grazing, 
in  forests  of  valuable  trees,  particularly 
caoutchouc  and  guttapercha  (the  balata  of 
Guiana,)  and  in  alluvial  gold. 

The  two  governnienis  agreed  some  time 
ago  to  appoint  commissions  for  fixing  the 
boundaries,  and  tbe  French  commission 
was,  a  few  days  ago,  on  the  disputed  territory, 


preparing  lo  coumunc-  its  work*  This 
however  hai  bteii  swi.ped  bv  ihe  mcideni 
recorded  in  llie  telegram  which  we  published 
yesterdiy. 

It  seems  that  llie  lawless  occupiers  of  this 
"  No-tnanVland  "  line  been  taking  .idvan- 
tage  of  the  oppoiiimilr  aiTorded  bv  the 
absence  of  recognised  authnriiv  over  it,  to 
indulge  their  predatory  instincts,  and  an 
adventurer  named  Cabral  formed  a  consid- 
erable party  of  bandits,  who,  in  one  ol  their 
raids  captured  JI.  Trajane,  a  member  o! 
the  French  boundary  commission,  and 
several^olher  Frenchmen  who  accompanied 
him,  Cabral  s  object  probablv  being  to 
obtain  inoney  lor  iheir  ransom.' 

U'hen  this  came  to  the  knowledge  of  the 
Governor  at  Cayenne,  he  sent  the  steamer 
Beris.7.',  toMapa,  .Amapi),  with  adetacli- 
ment  ol  marines,  commanded  bv  Capi 
Lumer,  whose  orders  were  lo  ascend  llie 
rivei  in  a  boat  in  order  to  rescue  the 
c-iptives.  Alter  going  up  the  river  15  miles, 
(.apt.  Lunicr.  accompanied  onlv  by  a  ser- 
,^eant,  landed  and  went  to  the  place  where 
-M.  I  raiane  was  supposed  to  be  held  a  pri- 
soner.  There  he  met  with  Cabral  and  liis 
pam- who  immediately  opened  fire  on  th»m 
and  Lunier  was  killed. 

Lieut  Desirous,  who  had  been  lelt  in  the 
boat  with  the  marines,  hearing  the  sound  of 
llie  firing,  at  once  hurried  with  them  to 
assist  his  captain,  and  a  combat  ensued  in 
which  Cabntl  and  sixty  of  his  partv  were 
killed  the  French  losing,  besides  their  cap- 
tain, four  killed  and  about  twenty  wounded 
and  It  IS  said  that  the  survivors  before  re- 
embaiking  in  the  Sa,g„/i  burned  down  the 
village  of  Mapa  ,;.\mapa). 

-•Is  the  French  got  the  best  of  the  en- 
counter, the  Paris  newspapers  have  received 
the  news  quietly,  and  have  contented  them- 
selves with  urging  the  government  to  have 
Ihe  boundary  question  settled  as  quicklv  as 
possible,  which  is  obviously  the  best  thin- 
10  b   done  under  the  c-cumstances.  " 

If  the  incident  has  been  correcth-  reported 
m  the  French  telegrams  it  wouid  appear 
that  the  French  government  cannot  make 
any  demand  upon  Brazil  for  compensation 
lor  the  seizure  of  its  subjects,  in.asmnch  as 
tney  were  captured  upon  tlie  verv  territorv 
^■nich  France  claims  as  her  own.'

let  Mendonf.i  is  not  in  a  position  to  know 
Uie  situation  in  Rio  Grande  and  Uruguay 
The  government,  of  course,  promptly  deniiti 
the  authenticity  of  the  reported  interview, 
and  assured  llie  fruguavan  goveriiroenl 
that  the  asserticnc  credited  to  Mr,  Men- 
donfa  were  never  made. 

We  sincerely  regret  that  these  denials 
can  not  be  substantiated.  It  will  be  seen 
Irora  the  e.ittraci  which  is  given  above,  that 
tlie  reported  interview  reallv  took  place 
and  that  Minister  .Mendon9a  is  credited 
>viih  the  statements  cabled  first  to  .'\Ionte- 
video.  and  then  to  this  citv.  In  replv  lo 
an  inquiry  if  Brazil  might  declare  ivar  against 
Lrugu.ay,  he  is  reported  to  have  said  ■  "I 
hope  that  the  report  is  true.  Brazils  pa- 
tience is  about  esliausted,  and I  feel 

that  we  have  no  alternative  unless  the  Uru- 
guayan  government  treats   us  with   more 
consideration."    So  far  as  the  cable  disp.atch 
IS  concerned,    there  is  nothing  more  to  be 
said.     It  represented  the  reported  interview 
.accurately.     The  question  now  lies  between 
-Minister  .Mendonfa  and  the  reporter,  and 
in  spue  of  the  minister's  subsequent  denials 
and  the  explanations  made  bv  the  govern- 
ment,  we  are  inclined   to  believe   that  the 
reporter  is  not  the  one  at  fault.     He  could 
have  had  no  incentive  to  misrepresent  the 
minister's  opinions,  for  a  pacific  declaration 
"■ould  have  been  just  as  acceptable,   as  an 
Item  of  news,  as  anything  else.  .\  reporter 
might   misunderstand  an  explanation    or  a 
description,  but  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that 
he  could   have  so   far  misunderstood  the 
reply  given  to  his  first  question,  as  to  credit 
the  ininister  with  the  categorical  declaration 
'I  hope  that   the  report  is  true,"  when  he 
wished  to  convey  an  opinion  quite  con- 
tran-. 

It  is  said  that  the  minister  of  foreign 
aflairs  has  since  sent  out  a  circular  to  Bia- 
zilnn  representatives  abroad  instructing 
them  not  to  grant  newspaper  interviews. 
But  ivill  this  be  suflicient.'  The  most 
prominent  newspaper  reporters  are  not  those 
who  ask  for  inlerviews,  nor  those  who  beg 
leave  to  publish  a  man's  opinions.  Thev 
are  prominent  figures  in  public  and  social 
Ills,  and  they  seek  information  through  the 
unguarded  channels  of  social  intercourse. 
1  he  only  way  to  protect  iho  government 
against  indiscreet  disclosures  is  to  emplov 
discreet  men.  '

—We  understand  that  the  report  to  ihe  eft'ect 
that  the  Mogyana  has  refused  the  offer  of  an 
English  syndicate,  was  premature.  Tbe  diicctors 
are  slill  considering  tbe  question. 

—There  is  circulating  a  petition  asking  fur 
measures  to  put  an  end  (o  the  transportation  crisis 
on  the  Central  railway.  It  will  require  something 
■more  summary  than  a  i>etitioii  to  do  it,  we  fear. 

— A  project  wns  subuilited  to  Congress  on  the 
I5tli  by  Sr.  Augnsto  de  Almeida  Torres  for  the 
construction  of  the  railways  embraced  in  a  scheme 
■for  R  general  system  advocated  some  Inne  ago. 
This  scheme  eml)races  lines  both  strntegicnl  and 
economical.  The  cipiinl  is  estiinaieU  at 
j^io,  000,000. 

— The  statement  of  the  minister  of  finance  that 
the  loan  issued  in  London  by  the  Minas  and  Rio 
railway  should  now  be  added  to  Ihe  foreign  debt 
of  the  nation,  at  Inst  confirms  what  we  said  nt  the 
time  in  regard  to  this  transaction.

— The  Jcrtial do  Comuieicio  advises  the  Ptesi- 
4jent  of  tbe  republic  to  veto  the  bill  on  warrant 
widshipmen  in  cnsc  it  passes  the  senate. 

—The  Supreme  Court  has  issued  orders  for  the 
presentation  of  tbe  Alagons  political  prisoners  Dr. 
Dario  Cavalcanii  and  others  at  its  sitting  on  the 
13th  prox. 

—At  the  9th  police  station  on  Rua  Marqurz  de 
Pombal  a  corporal  wns  shot  last  Sunday  by  a 
policeman  on  whom  he  bad  reported  to  the  coin- 
innnder  of  the  station. 

—On  Sunday  (he  driver  of  n  cart  belonging  to 
the  gas  company,  while  rapidly  descending  tbe 
{ndeira  da  Gloria,  fell  from  the  vehicle,  which  ran 
over  him  and  killed  him. 

—The  second  ball  nt  the  Larangeiras  Club  on 
Saturday  evening  last  was,  like  its  predecessor,  a 
signal  success.  The  attendance  wns  large,  the 
toilettes  ravishing,  the  dancing  active  and  the 
artangenienls  admirable.  It  was  another  triumph 
for  the  maniigement. 

—The  suit  lirought  by  Mt>jor  Alcides  Bruce 
neninst  the  treasury  before  the  district  court  of 
lliis  city  for  the  recovery  of  Ihe  snlaiy  to  which  lie 
is  entitled  as  professor  of  the  military  school,  was, 
on  Fridny,  decided  in  his  favor  on  the  ground  that 
his  dismissal  was  illegnl. 

—  According  to  the  Jormldo  Brazi/[\\t  director 
ofoneof  the  religious  schools  of  this  city,  located 
in  r.ua  Senador  Eusebio,  assaulted  a  respectable 
lady  a  few  days  since  who  had  called  upon  him  in 
regard  to  one  of  her  sons.  The  authorities  should 
make  no  exception  in  such  matters,  and  should 
introduce  the  venerable  libertine  to  a  police  cell 
at  once. 

—  According  to  a  recently  published  monograph 
on  yellow  fever  this  disease  was  introduced  into 
Rio  de  Janeiro  in  1849  by  a  sailor.  Since  that  date 
it  has  caused  34,691  deaths  here,  14,225  of  which 
haveoccurred  within  the  last  four  years.  It  should 
not  be  considered  as  definitely  settled,  however, 
that  yellow  fever  first  appeared  in  1S49.  nor  that 
tlie  total  above  given  repiesents  the  true  number 
of  deaths.  . 

-It  will  be  interesting  to  note  what  course  will  be 
followed  by  tlie  cabinet  in  case  Congress  votes 
the  bills  presented  to  annul  the  administrative 
acts  of  the  ministers  in  certain  cnses.  One  of 
these  is  the  bill  for  retaining  employtis  illegally 
Admitted  to  the  posloffice,  whose  niipointmenls 
had  been  cancelled  by  the  minister  of  industry. 
Another  is  for  the  readniission  of  the  cadets  re- 
cently expelled  from  the  military  school. 

—It  will  not  be  contested,  we  presume,  tliat  t  le 
founders  and  supporters  of  the  Brazilian  republic 
clflim  to  be  following  the  political  example  ol  tUe 
United  States,  and  that  they  have  copied  as  far  as 
possible  Ihe  constitution  and  political  ideas  of  that 
coutitiy.  Very  well  ;  wliy  not  continue  a  hitle 
farthei- in  the  same  school  ?  In  llie  United  States 
the  aimy  regulations  expressly  forbid  any  officer  to 
seek  favors  from  Congress  or  to  interfere  in  any 
legislation  from  which  he  is  to  derive  any  benefit. 
Military  inlerference  or  influence  in  legislation  is 
not  only  forbidden,  but  it  is  couEidered  improper 
ill  military  circles. 


—  Oil  the  evening  of  the  2lsl  the  police  aiiestetl 
no  less  than  15  ticket  speculators  at  the  doors  of 
various  theatres.  It  is  a  mean  speculation,  at  best, 
p'ld  few  will  feel  any  sympathy  fur  the  culprits. 

—Carlos  Knppetu  wns  arrested  on  I  be  I7lb 
inst.  for  presenting  nt  Ihe  Banco  <la  Kepublicn  five 
promissory  notes  to  the  amount  of  C,4l{8$Soo, 
which  hnd  been  ttoleii  from  Jncinlho  Nnnes 
Soares. 

—Tlie  Supreme  Court  has  ordered  Ihe  revision 
ol  the  triid  of  the  putiiicil  prisoners  Capts.  Kay- 
mundo  Pordeos  and  Luin  Pinto  Peixoto  and 
Lieiils.  Aluisio  Siahlendirecber  and  J"Jlo  Guahyva, 
who  hnd  been  sentenced  by  cnurt-ninrlial. 

—  The  exploits  of  thieves,  burglars  and  confi- 
dence men  nre  still  subjects  of  daily  comment  and 
complaint.  Is  it  not  possible  for  tbe  police  to 
repress  these  abuses?  If  not,  then  let  the  citizen 
be  autliorizetl  to  administer  his  own  remedy. 

—Deputy  Medeiios  e  Albuquerque  wants  lo 
bnve  the  press  regulated.  If  he  can  have  his  way, 
be  wilt  have  full  and  complete  liberty  for  the  gov- 
ernment organs  and  ligid  censorship  for  the  oppn- 
siiion— as  long,  of  cnuriie,  ns  he  belongs  to  il 
government  pnrty.  There  is  nothing  like  legisli 
ling  for  partiznn  interests  ! 

—  We  should  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
municipnl  conncil  to  the  disturbing  and  dangerous 
use  of  dynamite  in  tbe  manufacture  of  bombs  and 
rockets.  Il  is  not  only  a  source  of  discomfort  to 
those  who  are  disturbed,  or  frightened,  by  the 
explosions,  but  it  is  a  source  of  dan;;er  to  those 
who  use  them.  Il  is  an  uncivilized  amusement  at 
best,  a  brutal  disregard  of  the  rights  of  olhen 
It  is  a  practice  which  ought  not  lo  be  permiitcd 
another  day. 

—  We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  the  noisiest 
firewoiks  season  of  the  year  and  tbe  passion  for 
boinbs,rockels,  crackers  and  balloons  is  apparently 
as  strong  as  ever.  Why  grown  people  should  take 
so  much  delii>ht  in  sending  up  a  rocket  in  broad 
daylight  we  could  never  understand;  it  is  proliahly 
part  of  the  savage  joy  of  our  ancestors  in  the  noise 
of  a  big  drum.  It  is  a  very  selfi-h  pleasuie,  however, 
for  it  ignoi  es  t|io  comfort  of  the  sick  and  the  rights 
of  those  who  desire  quiet, 

—  There  seems  to  be  something  peculiary  unfor- 
tunate with  the  government.  On  Saturday  last  the 
President  and  two  members  of  his  cabinet  were 
ill,  and  the  Vice-President  went  up  to  Nova  Fri- 
burgo  to  visit  a  son  who  has  fallen  ill  up  there. 
In  addition  to  this  both  the  President  and  hi.' 
minister  of  finance  have  suffered  the  loss  of 
members  of  their  families  within  the  present  month, 
both  being  ill  at  the  time.  The  complications 
in  public  affairs  which  surround  them  would  be 
enough  to  tax  their  strength  and  patience  to  the 
utmost  without  these  trying  alHictions  and  bereave- 
ments. 

—The  banquet  given  by  the  Joiital  do  Co/timer- 
CIO  at  ibe  Cnssino  on  Saturday  evening  in  honor  of 
Councillor  Tbomnz  Kibeiro,  the  Portuguese  min- 
ister, wns  a  noteworlby  success.  The  banquet 
bad  been  airnnged  for  150  covers,  and  but  few 
absences  were  noted.  Among  the  guests  were 
members  of  tbe  cabinet,  of  the  President's  house- 
hoM,  of  Congress,  of  the  supreme  court,  of  the 
diplitniatic  und  consular  corps,  of  the  army  and 
tiavy,  Ihe  cliief  of  police,  the  municipal  prefect, 
representatives  of  the  press,  and  a  large  number 
of  bankers,  mercliants,  capilatisis  and  professional 
men  of  this  city.  It  was  one  of  the  most  brilliant 
gatherings  of  the  year,  and  reflects  credit  not  only 
upon  our  senior  contemporary,  but  also  upon  Ihe 
city.  It  innntfesled  a  warmth  and  depth  of  feeling 
toward  the  illustrious  guest  and  the  nation  which 
be  represents,  which  honors  Ihe  recipient  and 
reflects  great  credit  upon  Urozil.

Neves.  S.  Pnulo :  Vanorden  &  Co,  1895.  A 
report  of  the  general  inspector  of  the  Pawlista 
railway  on  tbe  projects  thus  far  considered  and 
the  measures  taken  (or  the  construclion  of  a  rail- 
way to  connect  the  Atlantic  seaboard  with  the 
distant  inland  state  of  Matto  Grosso.  The  history 
ol  these  projects  is  most  interesting,  but  at  the 
same  time  it  IS  painful  to  note  how  much  money 
bns  been  expended  on  a  scheme  which  for  the 
present  is  as  chimeiical  as  the  removal  of  the 
national  capital  to  the  uninhabited  wilds  of  Goyaz. 
If  steps  could  be  taken  to  open  the  valley  of  ihe 
ParanA  to  setilcment,  the  lailway  would  soon 
follow  ;  and  then  in  the  fullness  of  time  the  slate  of 
Matto  Grosso  would  be  reached  by  natural  means.

It  will  be  much  tou 
mnall  for  the  coffee  iralTic  which  must  tind  nn  out- 
let through  that  stniion.

In  the  same  month  of 
1894  the  exports  were  807,889  kilos,  of  which 
469,365  went  t.)  the  United  States  .itid  33^,524  to 
Fnroiie. 

— The  Jornal  says  that  Ihe  most  repugnant

—It  is  said  that  counterfeit  20$  notes  of  tbe 
Banco  Uniiio  de  S,  Paulo  have  made  llii:ir  appear- 
ance in  that  slate,  and  that  llicy  am  recognizable 
by  the  quality  of  paper  used  and  the  bad 
printing.  II  bad  printing  is  a  distint>uishing 
feature,  they  must  be  execrably  bad  indeeii. 

— Six  years  ago  S.  Paulo  had  a  president,  a 
secretary  and  a  director-general,  who  earned 
I9.ooo$ooo  per  annum.  The  duties  performed  by 
those  three  lunciiouaries  now  require  the  services 
of  a  president,  a  vice-president,  4  secretaries  and 
4  diiector-genei.tl^,  whose  yearly  salaries  amount 
lo  I76,ooo$ooo. 

— Iti  the  eslininles  lor  1890  tlie  revenue  of  the 
po.slofhce  was  calculated  nt  2,400,000$  and  the 
expenditure  at  3,283,223^:500,  the  deficit  being, 
cnnsequently,  883,223$5oo.  In  the  eslimnles  for 
1896  the  revenue  is  calculated  at  3,50o,ooo:)!ooo 
and  the  expenditure  at  9,222, 768(000,  which  leaves 
n  deficit  of  5,722,768^000,  or  nearly  seven  limes  as 
much  as  in  Ihe  former  period.

It 
would  certainly  be  inncb  clienper,  Ihe  public  would 
he  better  served  and  have  much  more  certainty  ol 
getting  its  mail  matter. 

—The  Jornal  of  the  23rd  calls  atlention  lo  (he 
rapid  growth  of  the  annual  expenditures  on  account 
of  retired  ofTicials.  In  many  cases  these  expenili- 
lures  represent  great  abuses,  particularly  those 
added  to  the  list  during  ihe  last  governmenl.  In 
one  case  a  customs  official,  who  was  receiving  a 
salary  of  7,000$  a  year,  was  retired  on  14,000$, 
anil  this  In  open  violation  of  the  law  of  November 
41I1,  1892,  which  sought  lo  check  these  abuses, 
The  growth  of  this  item  of  expenditure  is  shown 
by  ihe  following  payments  :
